THE REGULARS. 
PROTESTING W access IRONCLAD RBES- 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 19.~The regular Cook 
County delegation met in the Senate Chamber 
at 7:30, with Kirk Hawes in the hair, and Rob- 
ert Patterson, Jr., acting as Secretary. All were 
present. Gen. Thomas, of St. Clair County, who 
was one of the friends of the delegation on the 
floor of the Convention, was called ou aud said 
that the Convention, before its organization, had 
done an unprecedented act bypassing a resolution 
imposing conditions for delegations to the Con- 
vention which should be precedent to any com- 
mon right to be heard. They had to take 
that dose or refuse. It wae their duty 
as honorable men to refuse? Their friends 
understand that they had carriol Cook County 
fot Blaine and Washburne and against the 
third term. The pretense of admitting men by 
Senatorial districts was an afte ught begotten 
in the brains of astute lawyers,‘and not known to 
honest men. He referred to the action of the 
Executive Committee, and said when the ad- 
dress was presented to the Committee on 
Credentials they had to do one of two things: 
proceed or not. If the Committee said they 
could go in they 

ANNULLED THE BOGUS RESOLUTION; 

if they did not admit, they took it upon them- 
gelves to doa thing which not even the un- 
scrupulous man that was at the head of affairs 
would dare take upon himself to do,—disfran- 
chise absolutely four Senatorial districts. [Ap- 
plause.] In the little game that was being 
played they held the winning card, and the 
effect of the address would be that the members 
of the Committee would consider their case 
with just as much care, and present the little 
paper with just as much certainty and surety as 
if the resolution had never been passed.

UNDER PROTEST. 
THE COOK COUNTY DELEGATION WILL SUBMIT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

SPRINGFIELD, III. May 19.—The Committee in 
charge of the management of the case of the 
regular Cook County delegation have decided to 
submit the credentials to the Committee to- 
morrow morning, after having taken the pledge, 
against which, however, they will enter a pro- 
test as being an unusual and unwarranted act. 
This course is believed by the majority to be the 
only wise one, the only one which can possibly 
accomplish anything, and which will give their 
friends an opportunity to open up the matter on 
the floor of the Convention. If they do 
not submit the case to the Committee, even 
though half of them favor Farwell Hall, there 


can be no expression of opinion by the Commit- 
tee, and neither a majority or a minority report 
can be made, for there will be no contest and 
no chance for a report. How long it will take the 
Committee to pass on the matter is uncertain,— 
at least a couple of hours. It is believed 
that the Committee Will go behind the face of 
the returns, and that affidavits as to frauds in 
wards will not be cunsidered at all.

RUSSIA. 
THE NIHILIST TRIALS. 
Special Cable. 

Pant, May W. — 4A St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent telegraphed yesterday as follows 
concerning the trial of the Nihilists in the 
Russian capital: The Court opened at half- 
past 11 o’clock Monday morning. under the 
Presidency of Gen. Leicht,. assisted by two 
other Generals sitting as Judges, and more 
than six Colonels of the Guard sitting as 
assessors. After taking the customary 
oath, the aceused were brought into 
court in the following order: Michaeloff, 
Sabouroff, Weimar, Boulanoff, Lowenthal, 
Bernikéff, and Troscheanski. With the ex- 
ception of Lowenthal, the Jew, who was 
miserably clad, the prisoners were respecta- 
bly dressed. Michaeloff is a small, fair- 
haired man of . He is charged with the 
gravest crime of all. It is alleged that he 
drove the carriage in Which the assasins of 


Mezutsoff escaped. 

The four female prisoners took their seats 
on a bench set in front of the men’s seats, 
and a little below their level. Before them 
were ranged the Court officials. Only one of 
them wore her hat; two wore spectacles; 
none were more than simply dressed. Their 
names are Kalenkina, Malinowska, Nauson, 


and Witageff. 

The President proceeded to ask the pris- 
oners their names and calling. Sabouroff de- 
clared that his name was false, and that he 
would reveal the real one in the course of 
the trial. The woman with him made 
the same statement. The nine others 
said that their names were rightly 
entered upon the papers before the court. 
All maintain an attitude of extreme reserve. 
They seemed to be perfectly composed. ‘The 
names of the 130 witnesses were then read 
over. Several of the number were absent, 
and the Court decided to deliberate 
upon the excuse which they offered, and 
which when it returned declared all 
accepted but one, in which case a fine of five 
rubles was imposed. The session was then 
adjourned till 5 o’clock, when the indict- 
ments were to be ready. Three hundred 
tickets had been given out, but by express 
rmission ; none of them found their way into 

hands of news r correspondents, with 
the single — ‘ot the reporterof the 
Journal Oficial, The journalists who were

CHEVALIER WIKOFF. 


The First Volume of His Becollections. 
New York Herald, 

One of the most entertaining books that have 
been published for a long time on this side of 
the Atlantic is the Reminiscences of an Idler,“ 
by the Chevalier Henry Wikoff, known to two 
generations as an American tourist, beau, wit, 
and student of society. It is published by Mesers. 
Fords, Howard & Hulbert, of No. 27 Park place, 
and adorned with a well- executed and faithful 
portrait of the Chevalier and a fac-simile of his 
curious autograph. Few men living to-day 
could tell us as much about the high life” of 
Europe, of the famous men and women of the 
past fifty years, of the salons from which cele- 
brated beauties and renowned statesmen have 
bequeathed memories of historical interest 
to the present generation, as is here 
tripped ‘off as the personal reminis- 
cences of Henry Wikoff. The book 
is written in an easy, chatty style, and the Chev- 
aller takes the reader around with him on such 
confidential terms that no one can complain of 


. being treated as a mere new acquaintance by 


the gifted people one meets iu his pages. He 
has the air of a man who bas made himself at 
home, and whether it is the Countess Guiccioll, 
Lady Bulwer, Lord Broughom, Guizot, De 
Tocqueville, Count d'Orsay, or Louis Napoleon 
who — 14 on the scene, they seem with one 
accord to have flung their arms about him, 80 to 
speak. There is no cold shoulder to be found 
anywhere in the book. 
ANCIENT PHILADELPHIA. 

In looking at the picture of the writer—a man 
of erect frame, bright eyes,compuratively youth- 
ful and wholly buvyant bearing—it seems open 
to wonder that his reminiscences could te 
buck nearly sixty years. The century, however, 
must have been young when ne first saw the 
light. The first date mentioned in the book is 
1 wheu he entered an academy at Princeton 
to prepare for college. 

“The placid city of Penn was then lighted 
with oil and at the corners of the streets stood a 
round box of some seven teetin higut, sur- 
mounted by a lamp, and with a stovepipe peer- 
ing out of the roof. It was just large e h to 
cootain a man, a small stove in winter, and two 
or three torches. It was from these dark 
tacles sallied forth the guardians of the night, 
armed with a biazing flambeau and wooden rat- 
tle to cry the hour and announce the state of 
the weather. Constables, few and far between, 
had charge of the day. Wood was used for 
heating houses bigh and low, and in the autumn 
negroes wen their horse and saw on their backs 
drove a brisk business in all the streets when the 
winter's supply was laid in. Mysterious rumors 
were begiuning to prevail that a new substa 
called coal, emitted more heat than wood an 
made a more durable fire. One boid gentieman, 
in 1624, had a grate put in his house which was 
the talk of the town, and visitors thronged to 
see the x... 

From Yale College, which the youthful Wikoff 
subsequently attended, be waa dismissed, be- 
cause, instead of going to church on Sunday 
morning he had been imprudentenough to drive 
a young lady to her parents’ house in the coun- 
try, seven miles ＋ ane beiug overtaken b 
a storm during the night, he did not reach col- 
12 in time for prayers the next morning. 
Turned out of Eden,” says the author, apro- 
pos of this little contretemps, “ like my first au- 
cestor, and a descendant of Eve the primary 
cause.“ He applied to Harvard, — 44 how- 
ever, refused him admission, owing to the 
usual etiquet existing at that time between 
the colleges, but finally 11 — his education 
at Union College.

We have some 
warm descriptions of the most beautiful Amer- 
ican women of that day, for the Chevalier from 
his youth seems to have had a “strong weak- 
ness for the society of the ladies. These 
sketches of women of surpassing loveliness of 
person and angelic sweetness of dis tion are 
scattered sO continually throughout the book 
that either the Chevalier had the knack of pick- 
ing out the most charming women wherever he 
went or that the fair sex was generally envel- 
oped to his entranced gaze in a roseate halo of 
beauty. At the Uni States Hotel, in Sarato- 
ga, he met Vice-President Martin Van Buren, of 
whom he gives a graphic sketch, following it by 
outlines of other well-known men of the time. 
Tyrone Power, the great Irish comedian, and 
Edwin Forrest, who was destined to figure so 
prominently in the Chevalier’s early life, are the 
subjects of another chapter. He met Forrest 
when he (the author) was only 15  ¢— old, and 
for years they were traveling and bosom com- 
pan ons, and, indeed, remained lifelong friends.

ILLINOIS HOMEOPATHS. 

The second day’s proceedings of the IIli- 
pois Homeopathic Association began yester- 
day morning at 10 o’clock, Dr. J. H. Beau- 

mont in the chair. The subject of surgery 
was the first order of business. Dr. A. G. 
Beebe, of Chicago, Chairman of the Bureau 
of Surgery, led the discussion, confining his 
remarks more particularly to the art of 
bandaging fractured limbs; and the use of 
plaster of Paris in difficult surgical opera- 
tions. He referred toa case of excision of 
the pilores, an extremely difficult and dan- 
gerous operation, performed in the treat- 
ment of a desperate case of cancer, which, 
however, did not result in saving 
the patient’s life Dr. Beebe did 
not confine himself to a written report, 
but as he progressed spoke without notes, 
giving vivid descriptions of the newest ap- 
plications for surgical operations, the latest 
lotions for healing purposes, and concluded 
his report by describing the manner in which 
he had treated several cases of recent date. 
The Doctor’s remarks were listened to with 
marked attention, and heartily applauded at 
their conclusion. He gave the following 
formula for salve or dressing for healing 
wounds: Equal parts of glycerine and water, 
andfour grains of chloride of zinc to the 
ounce. He quoted many cases where this 
dressing had been beneficial, and reéom- 
mended it for general use in surgical prac- 
tice.

Success of All Three—Revival of 
the Old Drama, George 
Barnwell.” 


The @ber-Ammergae 
Performances—High-Priced Plays. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Lowpon, May 4.—The recent events in the 
London theatrical world have a peculiarly 
American interest, for our three latest novel- 
ties have come to us from the other side of 
the Atlantic. Though lam hardly justified 
in speaking of Boucicault and his Shaugh- 
raun “ as a novelty, Mme. Modjeska and Mr. 
McKee Rankin realize the word in its most 
literal significance,—the former, because such 
acting as she gives us in “Heartsease” (a 
version of La Dame aux Caméllias “ by Mr. 
James Mortimer, the editor of the Figaro) 
is rarely seen upon the London stage, and 
the latter, because The Danites ” introduces 
theatre-goers to a phase of American life 
which they have hitherto only known in 
books, and never, it would seem, quite un- 
derstood. 

It is now five years since 

MR. BOUCICAULT 
last appeared on the London stage. During 
his absence, however, if I may make myself 
a Hibernian for the nonce, he has been con- 
stantly with us, for the rollicking Conn 
has never deserted us, even while 
its creator was far away. Owing to 
some defective state of the copyright-laws, 
“The Shaughraun ” is become common prop- 
erty, and it is safe to say that there is no 
British theatre-goer who has not witnessed 
the piece. Nevertheless, the fact that the 
public were perfectly familiar with the 
pleasure-loving propensities of the whisky- 
loving Conn, the devotion of .Clatre Folliott, 
the gallantries of Capt. Molmeuz, the sym- 
plicity of Moya, and the rascality of Kincheta 
and of Harvey Duff, did not prevent a large 
and friendly audience from greeting the 
author and actor on the occasion of his re- 
appearance at the Adelphi Theatre Saturday 
week. Mr. Boucicault is supported by the 
entire strength of the Adelphi company, but 
apart from the performance of the principal 
role, the cast presents no features of special 
interest.

Mr. Arthur 
Dacre’s Armand was thoroughly bad, 
being about as far removed from the true 
character as Modjeska’s interpretation of the 
tortured Constance approached to the ideal 
Camille. His love-making was English, ro 
French, and tearfully wearisome. Mr. G. 
W. Anson, considered the best impersonator 
of such American characters as the restless 
Yankee in Bronson Howard’s “The Old 
Love and the New,” made a failure of Gas- 
ton Rteux from an artistic point of view, 
notwithstanding that he caused much merri- 
ment.
